Tliat L-; an Impo^ihif; RcnernllLy. but It 
doesn't Eti'iarc with reality. And 11 doe.'in't 
Justify a railroad .-.Irlkc. a.s it apparently wa 
meant to. 

From the practical viewpoint, there is no 
atich compo.'iltc creature ax "the American 
working mnn." any more than there Is a 
Elmllnr one called "the American employer." 
Even in the rcilrlctcd nen^^c of the working 
man ns a imlon member, the penerallty does 
not apply. 

Union members have varying rc^poji.-ilblll- 
tlca, Just as they have varying Jobs and 
wages. 

It may not Injure the public for the work- 
ers In n pottery factory or even an automobile 
factory to go on strike and stay out imtU they 
get what the want. It docs Injure the public 
If union leaders. In Indu-^trj-wldc bargain- 
ing, shut down all the conl mines or all the 
steel mills or all the railroads to enforce their 
demandj. 

In the case of the railroads, the govem- 
ment'has entered the picture n.-; what the 
Bwltthmen's president ehoc-ics to call "n 
fltrlke-brenklnB agency." It did .so because, 
as President Truman rightly sold, "a strike 
on our rnllroadfl would be a natlonwldo 
tragedy, with worldwide repercus.slon.i." and 
because, as Justice GoldsborouRh said, such 
a strike would cause the country "to suffer 
Irreparable Injury for which it ha-i no ade- 
quate remedy at law." 

It Bhould be pointed out that the owners 
of these basic Industries and activities have 
the aamo responsibilities as their organized 
employes. Thoy have no riglit, by industry- 
wide agreement, to shut do^-n nil Iho rail- 
roads or steel mills or coal mlnci. 

Wo arc Euro that the threat of n rallroart 
atrlke atarted the American people tliinklng, 
but not about what they were going to do 
for the American working man deprived 
of his bargaining weapon. We Imagine that 
many of them were thinking how dangerous 
that weapon would be If it could not be 
fillenced, In a crisis, by tlie govenimonl's 
"strike-breaking" power. 

Even the "American working man" must 
have considerccl what such a strike could' 
mean— paralysis of the nation's commerce, 
tens of millions unemployed, severe damai^e 
to our foreign' policy, .shortage.';, .iky-rocket- 
Ing prices and. if the strike In.slcd long 
enough, actual hardship and danger to 
health. 

It may be theoretically wrong to limit the 
of the "bargaining weapon" and to force 
the government Into the artificial process of 
seizure. But the realities are still there to 
be Taood. 

If present ways of preventing paralyzing 
strikes are bad, then good ways must be 
found. Wc don't know what they will be— 
a ban on industrywide bargaining (which 
wouldn't halt a railroad lle-up). compulsory- 
arbitration with settlements enforceable by 
law. or something not yet proposed. 

liiere wlU be objection."; to any such solu- 
_ tlon. But so long a.s the workers In our 
' basic Industries arc willing to gamble with the 
nation's health and welfare to get what they 
want, something must be done. 

Wc hope that a cure can be found th:tt l.s 
bland and effective. But If It turns out to be 
bitter, labor will have to realize that tlie pre- 
scription Ls the result of some unions' self- 
indulgence.
